THE CLIMATE OF HHITISU 00 
LI Mill A. 

In these days when telegraphic news 
travels so swiftly and converges upon us 
from so many points, it tends to impress 
upon us the salient characteristics, both 
moral and physical, of various countries 
with a force and distinctness which were 
before unattainable; and no sooner do 
our minds travel to any part of the globe 
than a distinct class of associations arc 
immediately connected with it. In sonic, 
political troubles are dominant; in others, 
social disorder or climatic disturbances 
are the most distinctive features; while 
again there arc others that seem huppily 
placed, as it were, at the hub of the uni 
verso, and to experience an eternal calm 
both morally and physically, so that mir 
can imagine an agent ol the associated 
press regarding thorn with silent con 
tempt as' places not within his scope of 
business. It would be therefore, easy to 
make a chart and class the various conn 
tries of the world under the descriptive 
heads of their various drawbacks and m 
conveniences; and this would be a ven 
convenient document for the intending 
emigrant It is this rapid communica- 
tion between the different portions of the 
world that has tended, no doubt, in bring 
the subject of climate out in such strong 
relief, and impress its importance on the 
mind of people generally. The guide 
book may indulge in its flowery descrip- 
tions of homes for the million, of bound 
less prairies and fabulous harvests, for 
which the teeming earth has scarcely t.> 
be scratched with a toothpick; or it may 
descant on the extreme healthinessof cold 
and bracing climates, paint glowing pie 
■ tures of the blazing logs and roaring 
stoves of the settlers' rode and comfort 
able interior, and the great pleasure he 
experiences in the contrast with the cli 
matic refrigerator outside. It says little, 
however, of the short days and lung win 
tors and the general frozen up-ness of the 
delightful region it depicts, for about hall 
the year; nor of the deep snowfalls which 
place the country in a state of arctic sie 
and compel a man to 
from his house to hi.' 
may have some chain' 
ter before ihe next 
the telegraphic disiial 
delightful pictures 
tell of destructive cyclones sweeping 
vast areas of country; of crops destroyed, 
and homesteads and slock burled into Ihe 
air; or of bitter snowstorms and drifts, "t 
buried trains and starving passengers; ••! 
of floods which convert fertile and popir 

lous regions int vast lake of ruin and 

disaster. A bountiful harvest is, no; 
doubt, a great thing; but if a man lias to 
struggle with invasions of grasshoppers 
and chinch bugs, ami dues not know wlinl 
yenrhe will get them, he is nearly as well 
oQ without il. Then in many places there 
are hosts of minor pests so local that they 
are never heard of, nol to mention mala- 
ria and the ague which afflict many other 
wise desirable localities, with even the 
tinost climates. When British Colum- 
bians boast of their climate, thorefore, it I 
Is not without reasuii; and their iidvan 
tages in this respect are so great no apol- 
ogy is needed for reiterating them, both 
for our own benefit or that of others. No 
climate is absolutely perfect: but that of 
a country which is quaintly said to be "a 
land of health for man, beast and trie, 
must approach very nearly t.. it In a I 
considerable portion of the province the 
climate resembles that of England, ex 
cept in freedom from its disagreeable east 
winds and from its tendency to ram in 
the summer mouths, as most of our wel 
weather is concentrated in the fall. In 1 
fact there are many climates in different 
portions of the province, but even in ihe 
less temperate localities the large hikes 
never freeze over or the rivers close en 
tiroly. In Vancouver island thethenno 
meter seldom rises uver SO degrees, or j 
falls as low as '_'() during tin' year. This 
is our climate in Victoria, although being I 
so near the sea the temperature within 
that range is at times variable. All at- 
teat, however, that our summers in Vic- j 
toria are lovely and that our walks and j 
drives are unequalled for rustic beauty; 
that the air is tilled with the odor of 
sweetbriar; and that our suburban resi- j 
deuces are many of them almost buried i 
beneath their growth of ivy, honeysuckle 
and other climbers, so that, the passerby j 
is often puzzled to know where the house 
ends and the garden begins. Our vego 
tation is luxuriant everywhere, and in 
contrast to all this wealth of green, rise I 
the rugged and snow capped mountains 
which guard the straits, as if tiny had j 
drifted from some distant northern clime 
and never had the heart to return again; 
and there arc the straits themselves with 
all their varying aspects of sea and shore. 
For the naturalist and the tourist it would 
lie difficult to imagine a more agreeable 
summer resort than Victoria, with it.-- 
many natural facilities for outdoor enjoy- 
ment, audi as sailing, riding, driving, 
shooting or tishing, as its easy communi- 
cation with the surrounding country by 
steamer or otherwise, renders it an excel- 
lent base of operations for the sportsman. 
Our visitors are yearly increasing, and 
when the tiresome sea voyage from the 
Oolden Gate can be obviated, as it soon 
will be, they will doubtless be far more 
numerous, and many of them will come 
to stay. Already those who visit us be- 
gin to talk of "our walks and drives' as 
if they were natives of the place; ami it 
is highly probable that within a few years 
we shall have man}' persons of means set- 
tling amongst us, besides hosts of Iran 
sient visitors who will spend no little 
money during their stay.

LONDON LETTERS- 

Tho Quoon In. tiio Highlands— Erring- 
ton and Gladstono— Oourt Oirclos 
Excited- 

New York, June 10.— London cubles 
contain the following points; 

THE QUEEN INTERCEDED FOE KELLY. 
Timothy Kelly, who was hanged at Kil- 
niainham jail yesterday morning for the 
Phuenix Park murders, before he was led 
out to the execution formally protested 
against the memorial day for his reprieve, 
which had been presented to Earl (Iran 
villo. He insisted un having it under 
stood that he adhered to the statement 
made at the inteiview with his mother 
and sister, that he neither admitted nor 
denied complicity in the murder of Cav- 
endish and Burke; he was perfectly will- 
ing to die for the Irish cause. He felt, if 
ho died, he said, that ho was maintaining 
his position, because of the oath he had 
taken to devote Ids life to 'he cause id 
his country. It is understood in the city 
to-night that the Queen had paid much 
attention to the ease of young Kelly, and 
that when on his third trial he was eon 
vie ted and sentenced to death, her .Ma- 
jesty had such strong doubts as to his 
guilt or the absolute justice of his last 
i rial, that she volunteered to the govern- 
ment a suggestion of his reprieve, men- 
tioning his youth as an additional plea in 
his favor. .Sir William Iiarcourt, home 
secretary, to whom her wishes were con- 
veyed, expressed himself in approval of 
them, but felt bound to submit the 
Queen's suggestion to Lord Hartington, 
brother of the murdered Cavendish. Lord 
Hartington refused to entertain the idea 
fur a moment, and tirmly insisted on ihe 
execution of every person lawfully con- 
victed of participating in the murder of 
his brother. 

1IIK IIIKKICfl.Tt BETWEEN KKA.M'K INN 
CHINA. 

Marquis Tsing, Chinese ambassador, 
has been instructed to refrain from all ne- 
gotiations with France until the result of 
the conference to day at Pekin, between 
Li Hung Chang, Chinese commander, and 
M. Tricon, French envoy to China, he 
made known and further instructions be 
transmitted to London. Chinese agents 
in England are very busy in the Clyde 
and Mersey commissioning blockade run- 
ners. Each communication that has thus 
far been made contains provisions to the 
etl'ect that if war shall occur bet'.roeli 
Franco and China, no commission for 
blockade runners shall be const rued as 
binding China to purchase war material 
in Kngland, nor as prohibiting China 
from negotiating for all war material in 
Germany exclusively. This is considered 
very significant, and indicates at least 
; hat there is a perfect understanding be- 
tween Berlin and Pekin; and a fact which 
shows that England is possibly a third 
party to this understanding, is the atti 
tude displayed by the French govern- 
ment, who are hurriedly coniplet 
ing their naval reinforcements, an 1 in- 
tend to put at once into Chinese waters 
the most powerful armament ever seen in 
the Chinese seas. These additions to the 
French fleet cannot, however, reach 
Hongkong until the loth of July at the 
nearest. Supreme command of this Heel 
has been vested in Admiral Courbedge. 
THE QUEBJi IN THE IIIUHLANIis. 

The Princess Beatrice will represent the 
Queen at the state concert at Lucking 
ham palace Juno '27. Notwithstanding 
tho Queen's delicate and nervous condi 
lion she drove, within an hour after her 
arrival at Bel moral, with the Princess 
Beatrice, to the Carthio kirkyard for the 
purpose of inspecting John Browns 
grave. She has since paid a special visit 
to the house built for Brown at Balna 
chisle, which she ordered to be perma- 
nently closed. This morbid anxiety fur 
the preservation of all relics of her late 
body servant is thought by many to be an 
evidence of mental depression. 

GLADSTONE AND EURINOTON. 

Contradictory rumors as to tho official 
status of Errington are set at rest by the 
announcement being made public of his 
appointment as special envoy to the vat 
nan with a salary. Before Confirming Ihe 
appointment Gladstone informed the 
Italian government, who at once acceded 
to tho premier's intimation. Gladstone's 
conduct with regard to Errington 's mis 
sion is characterized by his opponents as 
marked by extreme duplicity. His re 
plies to the llouso of Commons, it is said, 
have had tho effect of lowering English 
impression as to his honesty. 

COURT CIRCLES EXCITED AND IRATE, 

Court circles hero and in Germany are 
excited and irate at the tone of the govern- 
ment pn ss in reference to Gladstone's re- 
fusal tu appoint the duke of Albany gov- 
ernor-general of Canada. There is general 
dissatisfaction at the papers declaring that 
a royal personage should not lie given a 
leading public appointment, as if they 
were royal sinecures, and Gladstone's 
action is lookod upon as in support of the 
radical element in politics. The break 
between the premier and the Quoon has 
widened as the result of this popular 
movement. 

THE POISONING STORY NOT BELIEVED. 
The charge against the Invincibles of 
resorting to poisons for the purpose of 
removing persons objectionable t" them, 
finds but little credence in England. The 
whole story, it is believed, is based on 
the death of a juror whom no one, 
among the Invincibles even, could have 
desired to kill, and who having died slid 
denly and been buried without a post 
mortem examination, is tho subject of 
such gossip that the authorities felt com- 
pelled, for the purpose of ending Ihe 
gossip, to order an exhumation and anal 
ysia .

Indian Chiefs Eoooivod by tho Mar* 
quls of L:rno 

Montreal, June 10. The Noqimia 
Indians on the reserve at Caughhawago. 
about seven miles west of this city, on 
the banks of the Lawrence, have been 
loudly protesting against the encroach- 
ment on their lands by whites. They 
sent a deputation composed of all the 
chiefs to interview the governor general 
ami represent their grievances. The 
party returned here to-day rejoicing, and 
giving the following report: The chiefs 
called at Kideau Hall m the evening, 
where thoy were warmly received by the 
Marquis mid Princess Louise. Their ex- 
cellencies expressed their fullest sym- 
pathy with the Indians, tho Princess bo- 
nig especially indignant at the thought 
that lands ceded to the Indians by net 
forefather, King George III., should bo 
usurped by whites. His excellency 
promised to see that the squatters were 
removed, and assured them that if tho 
Indians passed a resolution against the 
government agent, about whose manage- 
ment they complained, lie would use 
his influence to get his place tilled by a 
more suitable man. The Marquis was 
particularly earnest in inquiring as to 
whether the Indians wished to becomu 
subjects, but the chiefs stated that thoy 
ditl not consider themselves educated 
enough yet to exercise tho right of fran- 
chise, but expressed the hope that their 
children would bo. 

CHAKOED WITH LAKCRNV. 

Montreal, Juno 0. — Frederick James 
White of the Montreal Legal and Com- 
mercial Exchange, was arrested to-day 
at tho instance of one Phelan on a charge 
of the larceny of bonds of the Mayflower 
Mining Co. in Utah, of the nominal value 
t if $1500. Both are Americans. Boston 
detectives telegraph that Phelan is a refu- 
gee from American justice. 



An Oregon Olorgyman Shot at a 
Placo of 'Worship hy tho Sons of 
a Convert- 

McMinnville, Or., June 10. — At the 
meeting of the Christadolphiaiis to-day 
near Lafayette, Rev. L. T. Nicho'H was 
shot by tho sons (rumor says) of the late 
Frank Martin. Tho mother of the boys 
who did the shooting had much mental 
sull'ering, induced, it is said, by Nichols' 
teaching, by which reflection was cast 
upon tho memory of her late husband. 
Nichols also hail had something to do 
about her property. Mrs. Martin went 
to the meeting to day, and her sons, Wil- 
liam and James, aged about '28 and 30 
years, followed to take her away and 
bring her home. Some of the brethren 
interfered. This enraged the Martins and 
they being powerful men, physically, 
knocked down those about them right 
and left. Nichols ran and was shot in the 
back, tho ball entering just above the 
right hip, anil lodging against the skin of 
tbe abdomen. It may prove fatal. The 
Martin boys have the sympathies of tho 
community Some think Nichols will nol 
prosecute, but play the role of a religions 
martyr.

Outposts. 

Nkw York, June 7. — A Star cable- 
gram from London says: The robed chief 
lihpnw has again surprised the villages of 
Vittam, whoso !<i"g, Bah Tucker, is un- 
der the liritish protectorate, and burned 
and plundered many of them, taking life 
and property indiscriminately and burn- 
ing many of the natives at the stake. He 
has gone further than he did during tho 
massacres and pillaging of two months 
ago, and, with his usual daring, he has 
made a raid oil the British outposts and 
attacked the troops on the Sherboro 
river. 

It was thought when ho was driven 
back, and his own villages burned and 
bis forces scattered by the English 
soldiers, the trouble had ended. He has, 
however, succeeded In reassembling his 
warriors and outflanking the British, who 
had been feeling over-safe, and some of 
whom were caught outside of tho stock- 
ades. This will involve another campaign 
into the interior of the country at the 
worst season ol the year for Europeans.
